In other high government quarters, 
the talk was frankly labelled Ger­ 
man propaganda of an old, fam iliar 
type. 
Its purpose, officials say, was 
to 
cause a let down in American effort. 
The Boche would have this nation re­ 
lax under the thought th at 
recent 
victories spell the end quickly 
and 
th at 
Germany i .3 
ready 
to 
quit 
now. 
“That is not the case,” said one 
prominent official. “If Germany were 
ready to quit you would see 
a real 
peace offer. 
But Germany or rather 
the people who run her—aren't ready 
to quit, 
lf they quit without a vic­ 
torious peace it would mean the Hoh- 
enollzern bosses would be put out of a 
job. 
“ And as for America and her al­ 
lies, why should we w ant to even lis­ 
ten to peace talk? We have them on 
the run and victory is within sight. It 
would he assured, you could m ark up 
this peace bosh as German propa­ 
ganda.” 
American masonic leaders

GENERAL BYNG 
TAKES ANOTHER 
WHIRL AT HUNS 


By J. W. T. Mason, United Press War 
Expert. 
New York, Aug. 22.—The new a t­ 
tack by the British third arm y north 
of the Ancre is for the immediate pur­ 
pose of driving the 
German 
front 
back between Albert and A rras 
and 
creating another dangerous 
salient 
which will compel Von Hindenberg to 
withdraw still farther eastward. 
General Byng, who commands 
the 
new offensive is the creator of 
the 
tank shock tactics, which have made 
obsolete the bombardments prelimin­ 
ary to the infantry going over the 
top. 
General Byng brought the element 
of surprises back into modem warfare. 
This is the first opportunity he has 
had to show his genius as an offen­ 
sive commander since he broke the 
Hindenberg line at Cambria, at the 
end of the British campaign last au­ 
tumn. 
The sector along which 
General 
Byng is attacking is the nearest to 
the Hindenberg line of any part of 
the west front. The 
distance varies 
from two to twenty miles. The most 
im portant interm ediate point is Ba* 
paume, about eight miles east of the 
British front, and ten miles west of 
the Hindenberg line. 
The 
principal 
high road and railway running into 
the German front between Albert and 
Arras pass through Bapaurme. 
Its 
capture by the British would tend to 
i push the Germans back to the Hin- 
j denburg line at a point where they 
would have to be supplied from Cam- 
brai. 
The association of General Byng’s 
name with tjie British success a t Cam- 
brai immediately suggested thafr his 
present strategy has at its ultimative 
objective the development of a sit­ 
uation that may again bring Cambrai 
into the area of actual combat. The 
situation contains highly 
dram atic 
possibilities, while it is certain to dis­ 
arrange still fu rth er Von 
Hinden- 
burg’s essential plans for building up 
a new reserve army.

would be to mix the older, steadier 
men with the ardent, impetuous boys, 
w ar departm ent officials**«ay. 
Another objection is th at it will in­ 
volve much more work for the draft 
authorities, in view of provison for 
classifying the younger men in two 
classes. 
However congress as a whole feels 
th at even though tne Dent plan is 
adopted, the w orst that will happen 
will be interference with the program 
and not destruction of iti.

TOWN WRECKED 
IN MINNESOTA 
BY A TORNADO 


Florence, Minn., Aug. 22 — Casual­ 
ties variously reported from 13 to 50 
and the destruction of the entire bus­ 
iness district of Tyler, Minn., were re­ 
ported here today, following a tornado 
there last 
night at about 9:30. All 
wires with the city were severed. Rail­ 
road officials endeavoring to send 
in 
relief parties had reported 
that 
25 
were killed and nearly IOO injured. 
A heavy casualty list was expected 
because the storm occurred at"a time 
when 
the 
-business 
streets 
were 
crowded. 
Most of the wrecked build­ 
ings were of brick, increasing the liki- 
hood of many injuries. 
Relief parties by train and autom o­ 
bile were rushed to Pipestone, 
and 
Florence, Minn. Hundreds of farm ers 
hurried to the Tescue. 
Three bank buildings, five general 
stores, the fire barn and many res­ 
idences were reported destroyed. 
One man returning from the wreck­ 
age said IO bodies had been recovered 
from the ruins in the business section 
of Tyler. The storm first struck two 
miles east of Elkton, proceeding in a 
northeasterly direction. 


VAST STORES OF 
FOOD BEGIN TO 
REACH RUSSIA 


W ashington, Aug. 22.—The Am er­ 
ican Red Cross and allied arm ies in 
Siberia will give the first, economic 
assistance to the people of Russia. A f­ 
ter the arrival of 
General Graves, 
leader of the 
American 
forces, 
at 
Vladivostok, the initial step is to pro­ 
vide food and 
clothing 
to 
the 
Czecho-Slovaks and to the Russia peo­ 
ple who are in the territory to be po­ 
liced by the allied armies. 
The on-coming bitter Siberian w in­ 
ter, coupled with the chaotic financial 
situation in Russia, is tem porarily 
holding up actual dispatch of the al­ 
lied economic mission th at eventually 
will assist Russian business to its feet 
Hence first aid—food and supplies 
—will be distributed for the time by 
the Red Cross. 
Vast stores of thes« 
supplies are beginning to arrive in 
Vladivostok. 


GERMAN RAIDER 
PLAYS HAVOC WITH 
FISHING VESSELS 


A Canadian Atlantic Port, Aug. 22. 
—The operations of the steam traw ­ 
ler Triumph, manned by a crew from 
a German submarine, have resulted in 
the sinking of four fishing vessels and 
probably others, according to reports 
at hand last night. Schooners known 
to have been sunk are the

Saunders and the Lucille Schnare, of 
Lunenberg, N. S-, the A. P iatt An­ 
drew of Gloucester, Mass., 
and 
the 
Francis J. O’H ara of Bolton. Their 
crews, numbering 80 in alf, had reach 
ed port safely last night. 
A fifth vessel, the Pasadena, was in 
sight when the Lucille Schnare was 
sent down, and it was believer!. she 
shared the fate of the other fishermen, 
although no direct news of her had 
been received. Great anxiety was felt 
here also regarding, other vessels of 
the fishing fleet known to have been 
within the scene of the raider’s activ­ 
ity. 
The Triumph, whk-h. left Portland, 
banks, was captured by a German sub­ 
marine last Monday.* <A crew of 16 
men was placed on .board and they 
lost no time in arm ing her with two 
guns and began their work of havoc 
among the fishermen.

London, Aug. 22—The British attacked on 
the whole front between the Ancre and the 
Somme at 4:45 this morning, Field Marshall Haig 
announced. 
The attack evidently was made between 
Dernancourt and Etinehem, a front of between 
five and six miles. This is one of the strongest 
defensive positions held by the Germans and its 
possession held up the northern wing of the orig­ 
inal allied offensive in Picardy. 
American troops, brigaded with the British 
were operating in this sector a few days ago.

the bulwark of the German line, from 
two directions. 
At some places they are only a few 
hundred yards from the town and are 
heavily bombarding 
it with

guns. They are also raining shells on 
the German exits toward Ham,

miles to the north. 
M ilitary w riters declare Noyon is 
already untenable and predict an im­ 
mediate 
withdrawal 
beyond 
the 
Somme. 
Fighting is continuing along a front 
of practically thirty-five miles, ex­ 
pending on both sides of the Oise. 
Allied 
aviators, 
bombing 
enemy 
areas beyond Noyon, report consider­ 
able disorder and apparent prepara­ 
tions for a big retirem ent. 
In the past 24 hours the French 
have taken more than fifteen thous­ 
and prisoners and a vast quantity of 
m aterial, including thousands of m a­ 
chine guns and hundreds of cannon. 
A fter taking Lassigny, the French

With the British Armies in France 
Aug. 21.— (N ight).—Troops that had 
gone blithely through the German 
lines on a ten mile front this m orn­ 
ing with the aid of a helpful

ternoon under a cruel sun which prov­ 
ed as serious as the Boches- 
F arther the British advanced 
the 
stiffer became the German resistance, 
the enemy battled desperately 
foe 
sometime. The defensive combination 
of the river and railroad made this 
portion of the advance costlier 
taking Beaueourt itselffl. British cas­ 
ualties in this town were said to be 
only three, notwithstanding it was 
defended by a force of Todies suffi­ 
cient to yield ninety prisoners. By a f­ 
ternoon it was known that 
Logeaat 
wood, one of the two hardest nuts to 
crack, had yielded. 
Other, a small 
wood near Miraumont, still held out, 
the defense about it forming a m ark­ 
ed salient in the British line.
